I”) o 1 1 o w , c y 1 i n d r i c a 1 c o n t a i n e r s w h i c h 1 o a k e d "similar to" 
emergency life— raft containers. These 10—20 cyliudr leal 
containers were stacked inside a large, rectangular /oblong ^ 
metallic container with corrugated sides "similar to" a CQNNEX 
container. This large rectangular container was bel ow-deck in a 
low, central location inside the large, forward portion of the 
vessel . This container was surrounded and covered by other items 
and materials.
